Tue shortage of freight-car service which has seri- 
ously handicapped iron producers and users, as well 
The as all classes of hardware dealers 
Government throughout the country, has lately been 
And Car brought officially to the attention of the 
Shortage. United States government and President 
Roosevelt has been compelled by the universal com- 
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plaints to take up the matter with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Reports from the South were to the effect that the 
production of iron would be sadly hindered by the 
lack of shipping facilities. It was said that many 
furnaces in the Alabama district would have to shut 
down because .of the piling up of the product in their 
yards without any prospect of its being transported to 
satisfy the large demand that existed for it. This was 
evidently an intolerable situation, and when, added to 
that, the approach of winter made the climatic condi- 
tions in the North such that the people of the Dakotas 
were in danger of actual suffering for lack of coal 
(and blamed the railroads for it) it can readily be 
seen that the official solicitude of the President was 
not without reason. 

On December 14 the following dispatch was sent 
from the President’s office through the Interstate 
Commerce. Commission to the leading western rail- 
roads: 

“From many parts of the country and particularly 
from your section the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is receiving numerous and importunate complaints 
of car shortage and failure to transport the necessaries 
of life. In various places in the Northwest it is rep- 
resented that people are actually freezing becaus¢ suf- 
ficient coal for household. use cannot be procured 
owing to extraordinary delays in moving that article. 
The commission therefore urges you to make every 
possible effort to meet at once and relieve the suffer- 
ing of those dependent upon the facilities of your 
road.” 

This dispatch was addressed to the presidents of the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, St. Paul, North- 
western, Milwaukee, and Burlington railroads, who 
control the transportation facilities of the great West, 
and resulted a few days later in hearings in the larger 
western cities, at which the railroad officials offered 
all kinds of excuses for the existing car shortage. 
Some very remarkable statements were made to mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerce Commission during 
these hearings and the railroad officials begged the 
question whenever possible. In many cases their ex- 
cuses were absolutely indefensible. They stated, for 
instance, that while freight cars might make an aver- 
age of ten miles an hour in transit, it was not unrea- 
sonable for them to take from thirteen to fifteen days 
to cover a distance of 250 miles. 

In spite of the fact that shippers all over the country 
have been doing everything in their power of late to 
hasten both incoming and outgoing shipments, the 
railroad officials declared to the commissioners that 
cars are held by shippers without excuse, It was the 
old, old story, but the days have gone by when the 
excuses of the railroads are taken at their face value. 
To-day every shipper knows that they are mere ex- 
cuses, designed to cover up the delinquencies of rail- 
road management. 

It is up to the railroads to relieve the present situa- 
tion. When it was put up to them practically by the 
government in St. Paul the other day, and they were 
told that they simply must relieve the car shortage 
in North Dakota and put an end to the actual suffer- 
ings of the people for coal, the railroad men of the 
Northwest speedily got upon their knees and prom- 
ised to be good. They agreed to give North Dakota 
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coal within forty-eight hours, and it may be that th: 
same kind of pressure exerted upon the railroad 
scientifically and energetically will rélieve~ the situa 
tion as far as the metal interests and the hardwar: 
trade of the country are concerned.

Skill. skill in the present day, while engineer- 

ing feats that were regarded as marvel- 

ous a few years ago are matters of daily accomplish- 

ment now, and awaken little or no public interest. The 

public is surfeited with modern miracles. 

It seems but yesterday that we were regarding the 
far-famed and comparatively useless “Great Eastern” 
as the limit beyond which shipbuilders would never 
go in the construction of marine leviathans. Her 
dimensions created wonder, amazement, and some dis- 
may, especially in the minds of owners who found her 
a white elephant. But people were never tired of 
reading about the mighty vessel. Her length, depth, 
and capacity were all matters of intense public interest, 
her comings and goings (when she did move) were 
chronicled at length by the press, and her history was 
an essential part of a liberal education. 

To-day vessels of greater length and greater beam 
than the “Great Eastern,” and of infinitely superior 
construction, capacity, and convenience, are afloat and 
the world at large recks little of them. Their launch- 
ing is announced in a few brief lines and causes no 
public excitement. They are taken for granted as part 
and parcel of the development of a wonderful indus- 
trial age. 

Certain features of the recently-launched Cunarder 
“Mauretania,” however, compel attention and deserve 
study. This mighty vessel, the second of the new 25- 
knot turbine Cunard liners, is, like her sister ship, thc 
“Lusitania,” 80 feet longer even than the “Great East- 
ern” and of five feet greater beam. The two vessels 
are by far the largest ever built or projected, their 


‘principal dimensions being as follows: Length over 


all, 790 feet ; extreme beam, 88 feet ; molded depth, 66 
ft. 6 in.; gross tonnage, 33,200 tons; maximum draft, 
37 feet; displacement at this draft, 45,000 tons. 

These figures will signify little to the average lands- 
man unless he compares them with the dimensions of 
some vessel with whose size and appearance he is ac- 
quainted. He will then realize that the marine archi- 
tects and engineers of to-day are keeping step with the 
world’s progress. 

The motive power of these tremendous liners, in- 
cluding engines, boilers, and coal bunkers, occupies 
420 feet of the midlength of the vessel from the main 
deck to the hold, leaving little space for cargo, the 
vessels being purely for mail and passengers. A speed 
of 243% knots for the round trip Liverpool to New 
York must be developed according to the contract 
with the British government, which advanced the sum 
of $13,000,000, at 234 per cent interest, for the cor 
struction of the two vessels and will subsidize the 
owners to the extent of $750;000 a year, reserving th 
right to use the ships in case of war.

Russell & Gradolph are a firm of enterprising hard- 
ware merchants at Petersburg, Mich., and I learn 
through an esteemed contemporary that they have been 
doing some notable work recently as crusaders against 
the catalogue houses. 

' It appears that a considerable sum of money leaves 
the Petersburg community weekly for the coffers of 
the mail-order people and Russell & Gradolph 
resolved to do what they could to keep that money at 
home. Very wisely they enlisted the services and 
secured the co-operation of their local editor, whose 
enterprise and public spirit equal their own. A defi- 
nite plan of campaign was decided upon, and the first 
broadside was fired the other day, when the Peters- 
burg Sun devoted the greater part of an entire issue to 
a criticism of mail-order methods and their effect 
upon rural communities. If the people of the Peters- 
burg community continue to send their money away 
for the pleasure of paying freight upon unseen goods 
they will do so in future with their eyes open.

The Petersburg Sun’s presentation of the case for 
the home merchants was well worthy of reproduction 
in full, but I have space only for the following preg- 
nant paragraphs: 

“How are the country town and the country home 
to retain their present status or their wonted values, if 
the people of the vicinage continue to be patrons of 
the mail-order houses. 

“The little home market to which you have been 
accustomed to repair for mail, express, freight and 
railroad accommodations is to be either a real and 
hustling village or a dilapidated huddle of a few 
habitations and tumble-down stores, with odds and 
ends for stocks of goods, according as you shall bestow 
or divert its patronage. Which of these conditions will 
you choose? 

“Through a general return to home patronage of 
business enterprise, your town and neighborhood 
would assume a much more lively appearance, im- 
provements and privileges would reach a higher order, 
churches, schools, and all educational advantages 
would be more modern and extensive and less ex- 
pensive to the general public, while best of all this 
newly-acquired prosperity would be achieved without 
hardship and as a natural outcome of looking ahead 
to local self-interest.” 

It remains to be seen whether the people of Peters- 
burg and its vicinity will: profit or not by the good 
advice so logically tendered them by the Sun, at the 
instance of their local hardware dealers.

Rogers, Brown & Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio, announce 
that Geo. W. Douglas, who for the past two years has 
been connected with their sales department, will on 
January 1, 1907, occupy a similar position with their 
St. Louis office. Fred W. Bauer, for two years past 
connected with the St. Louis office of Rogers, Brown 
& Co., will return January 1, 1907, to Cincinnati and 
represent the firm in the same territory as before 
going to St. Louis in 1905. 

The Richmond Stove Company of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia, announce that their new plant will be ready to 
open January 20 next, when one hundred molders 
will be set at work. The old plant will be continued 
in operation with sixty molders. With the increased 
capacity, the company hope to be able to take care of 
their trade promptly and. with general satisfaction.

The suit of Russell, Birdsall & Ward vs. the Ex- 
celsior Stove Manufacturing Co. of Quincy, IIl., to 
recover payment for a quantity of stove bolts fur- 
nished to the defendants, was recently. heard in the 
Quincy courts. A sealed verdict for the plaintiffs was 
rendered, awarding them the full amount of their 
claim, namely $1,014. The Excelsior company has 
asked for a new trial. According to the Quincy Whig, 
the Excelsior people disputed the claim on the ground 
that Russell, Birdsall & Ward had failed to fulfill a 
contract to furnish the Quincy company with stove 
bolts, of which but a part were supplied. Russell, 
Birdsall & Ward began the proceedings to recover 
payment due on the first shipment of bolts, the Ex- 
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celsior company making a counter-claim for alleged 
damages.

STOVE PRICES ADVANCING. 


Secretary E. W. Sample of the Southern Association 
of Stove Manufacturers has announced that an ‘ad- 
vance of 5 per cent on all grades of stoves was décided 
upon at the recent meeting of the association. - 

The New York Stove Manufacturers’ Association 
held a meeting in New York City Thursday, December 
13, at which it was decided to advance the ‘price of 
stove repairs. 

The prospects are that prices will be raised all along 
the line January 1. It is very generally’ recognized 
that such action on the part of the manufacturers is 
fully justified by the conditions prevailing in the metal 


_markets and also by the general upward tendency of 


wages. There seems little prospect of lower prices for 
raw material and the advances have fairly bans forced 
upon the manufacturers.

Mr. John R. McKnight, Philadelphia, secretary of 
the Stove Manufacturers’ Association and popular 
president of the salesmen, was the toastmaster of the 
occasion and after the excellent menu had been well 
and ably discussed the oratory of the evening was 
opened. 

PROSPERITY OF THE STOVE BUSINESS. 


Mr. James H. Reed of The Stove & Range Company 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., was the first speaker introduced 
by Toastmaster John R. McKnight and spoke on the 
topic, “Prosperity in the Stove Trade and Its Relation 
to the Prosperity of the Country.” He said: 


Philadelphia is famous in American history as the place 
where the Declaration of Independence was written and 
adopted by the colonies. The first Continental congress met 
here. 

This is the home of the Liberty Bell. 

Betsy Ross, a Philadelphia woman, made the first 
American flag; and just a little west of the birthplace of 
Old Glory, on the opposite side of Arch. street, is the grave 
of Benjamin Franklin, patriot, philosopher, statesman and 
the pioneer stove maker of America. 

Surely we are following in the footsteps of the great. 

The making of ~Franklin’s -stove here in Philadelphia 
formed the nucleus of an industry which has developed a 
world-wide importance. 

In the United States alone there are now 415 stove- 
making plants, capitalized at more than fifty millions of 
dollars, employing over 33,000 people and paying out in 
salaries, wages and miscellaneous expenses nearly two and 
one-half million dollars per month—an amount which an- 
nually exceeds 60 per cent of their total capital. 

These plants require more than two million dollars’ 
worth of raw materials per month and do a business of 
sixty million dollars per year. 
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All this has been accomplished within the lives of three 
generations of American stove makers, 

The question is asked: “Will the stove and allied in- 
dustries be blessed with a continuance of this prosperity?” 

I believe that they will, for stoves are now a necessity. 
A woman can “keep house” without a husband, but she 
cannot keep house without a cooking stove. 

No matter whether people are housed in private homes 
or public institutions they must have stoves and they must 
use stoves. 

Did it ever occur to you that the cooking equipment for 
a hotel which can accommodate 500 people costs one hun- 
dred times as much as the ordinary range and that it wears 
only about half as long? This maintains the ayerage. They 
must come to us. 

Every man, woman and child in the United States pays 
the stove makers 75 cents per year for stoves or the use 
of them. There is no getting away from it. 

The public knéw this and they openly admit it, for 
every house is built with chimneys, and chimneys are built 
for stoves. ; 

As chimneys multiply the use of stoves multiplies—and 
who that is here believes that the development of the United 
States is at an end? 

Gentlemen, the golden days of the stove business are 
yet to come. 

We shall soon see the time when there will be 100 
millions of people in the United States to keep supplied with 
cooking and heating apparatus. This will require an in- 
crease of at least 40 per cent in the productive capacity of its 
stove works. 

We know now how many stoves can be made in the 
415 foundries in this country, for every stove was made in 
1906 that could be made. Every maker pushed the produc- 
tion of his plant to its limit. But nobody had stoves enough. 
That is the story year after year in normal times. 

The stove foundries of Pennsylvania have been especially 
prosperous. Eliminating the large catalogue-house foundries 
in Ohio, Pennsylvania employs more men than any other 
state in the making of stoves that are sold through the regu- 
lar channels of trade. Her 53 foundries represent an in- 
vestment of over ten millions of dollars, or one-fifth of the 
whole amount invested in like enterprises in the United 
States. This is three millions more than is invested in the 
82 foundries in Ohio (counting them all), four millions 
more than is invested in the 57 foundries in Illinois. It is 
nearly twice the amount invested in the 35 foundries in 
New York state, is double the amount invested in the 21 
foundries in Michigan and three times the amount invested 
in New England. Pennsylvania ranks first in the number 
of people employed in making stoves for the regular trade, 
and also ranks first in the. amount of wages paid to these 
people, paying out 14 per cent of the grand total and em- 
ploying 14 per cent of the total number of people employed 
in the stove foundry trades, but is very slightly led in the 
total amount for which these products are ‘sold by the 
states of Michigan and Illinois in the order named. 

This difference is due entirely to the lower selling prices 
made possible by our unequaled local advantages. Here in 
Pennsylvania we lead the world in the production of iron, 
steel, coal and coke—the chief materials needed to supply a 
stove-making plant—the great city of Pittsburg alone pro- 
ducing more than one-half as much steel as the whole of 
England, more than all the German empire, double the 
product of France, five times that of Russia or Belgium and 
twenty-five times that of Spain. 

To sum it all up, Pennsylvania stove foundries are 
stronger financially, are more favorably located and have a 
larger actual output than those of any other state. 

To-night we, the salesmen, that keep these great foun- 
dries supplied with orders, meet here as a permanent organ- 
ization—the only one of its kind in all America. 

It is fitting that the initial successful effort to promote 
good fellowship among direct and constant competitors should 
have been made here in Philadelphia, the City of Brotherly 
Love, for brotherly love and good fellowship are one and 
inseparable. Their temples are wherever manly men mect 
together. Their ritual bars no one and requires only “a 
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square deal for every man.” Their password is the sincerely 
cheerful greeting, and their only grip the clasping of friendly 
hands. 

May good fellowship ever be one of the main objects of 
our organization !

Kurtz, Philadelphia, was the next speaker, his sub- 
ject being “Selling Stoves Twenty Years Ago and 
To-day.” He was followed by Mr. George H. Wood- 
burn of the United Stove Repair Co., who spoke on 
“Ten Years of Association Work” and by Mr. H. B. 
Dunlap of I. A. Sheppard & Co., whose topic was 
“Experience of a Stove Salesman.” Mr. John Hobday 
of the Dangler Vapor Stove Co. spoke on “Our Tenth 
Annual Banquet and Reminiscences,” and various 
members and guests were then called upon by the 
toastmaster, encouraging addresses being made by 
Daniel Stern of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, Robert L. 
Hoy, Chas. P. Paige, Jos. Wise, Wm. Semple, H. B. 
Jennings, and A. A. Miller.

May, a hardware merchant, of 634 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, requested that the police regulation regarding the 
sale and keeping of explosives be so amended as to ex- 
clude fixed ammunition. Evidence was produced by 
Mr. May to show that fixed ammunition in burning 
buildings does not cause damage by explosion. The 
Commissioners said they would take the request under 
consideration.

A dispatch from Sioux Falls, South Dakota, De- 
cember 10, says: 

“Montgomery Ward & Co. of Chicago to-day filed 
suit in the United States court against the South Da- 
kota Retail Merchants and Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation and its officers and directors, charging con- 
spiracy and boycott to prevent wholesalers, manufac- 
turers and jobbers from selling their goods to the 
plaintiff. It is charged further that because of this 
boycott the company is unable to purchase goods 
needed to fill orders. 

“Judge Carland fixed January 3 as the time for the 
defendants to show cause why a temporary injunction 
should not be granted. 

“The case is the first of its kind ever instituted in 
the United States by a catalogue house. It is in the 
nature of a test. Should Montgomery Ward & Co. 
win it would pave the way for similar proceedings 


in other states.”

TO PREVENT CAR SHORTAGE. 


A national reciprocal demurrage convention has 
been called to meet in Chicago January 4 to endeavor 
to force the railroads to furnish sufficient cars and 
regulate demurrage charges. It is asserted that fail- 
ure of railroads engaged in interstate traffic to furnish 
cars as needed for commodities offered for transporta- 
tion and the failure to move the traffic in reasonable 
time is so grave as to be “a ménace to the continu- 
ance of individual and national prosperity.” 
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At the convention an amendment to the interstate 
commerce law, in substance in part as follows, will be 
urged: 

“That shippers and receivers of carload freight shal! 
pay to railroads, without delay or recourse, a fixed 
amount per car per day beyond a certain fixed time 
allowed for loading and unloading, such amount and 
time to be determined by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

“That failure by a railroad to place cars for loading 
within a reasonable fixed time after demand shall be 
made for cars by prospective shippers shall subject 
such railroad to a like charge or penalty.”

One of the leaks in business that the hardware 
retailer should carefully guard against is that which 
occurs through advertising in this, that, and the other 
little scheme, presented by friends, neighbors, church 
associates, and others. These little schemes include 
propositions to advertise in programmes, souvenirs, so- 
called “gazettes,” et cetera ad infinitum, all of which 
possess no more real advertising value than a chalk 
sign on a sidewalk—and often not half as much. 

It is hard sometimes, no doubt, to turn down a re- 
quest for a small card in a convention programme, 
for example, or in a bazaar souvenir, but it is business, 
just the same. “The mickles mak’ the muckles,” as 
the Scots say, and ten dollars for this little advertising 
scheme, five dollars for that, and two dollars for the 
other will be found to amount to a considerable sum 
when totaled at the end of the year. In other words 
they represent a leak that is avoidable. The mere fact 
that a man is in retail business and has a store should 
not make him a target for every amateur advertising 


solicitor or confidence man that concocts a scheme. 
*x * ” 


G. W. Knox, of Aitkin, Minn., is an advertiser who 
evidently believes in making important words prom- 
inent. The advertisement repro- 
duced here appeared originally in 
the Aitkin (Minn.) Age, and does 
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less a change is an improvement it had better not be 
made. 

On the other hand, of course, an ad should not 
be allowed to become stale, for a stale ad is space and 
money thrown away. How often have we seen holi- 
day advertisements allowed to run well into January, 
for instance, thereby demonstrating the carelessness 
of the advertiser, or his lack of appreciation of the . 
value of advertising space. 

In all such matters, the happy medium is the thing, 
Do not get a craze for this or that—a craze for 
changing ads, or a craze for a particular style of ad- 
writing or of type. That which pulls business to-day 
may be useless next week, and vice versa. Exercise 
your judgment at all times, for it is by the independ- 
ent exercise of judgment that one gains .experience— 
and experience in advertising is of untold value.

AITKIN, MINN. 
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EVOLUTION OF HUNTING GUNS. 


He who hunts with a modern hammerless gun, 
breech loading gun, short of barrel and light of weight, 
has little conception of the labor our fathers, who 
shot large and small game with a long single or double 
barrel muzzle loading gun, had to go through for his 
sport. Many men not fifty years old, who were great 
hunters in their boyhood, would be bothered to know 
exactly what to do with the newest pattern of gin; 
and there is no doubt that many such men would be 
delighted if they could get hold, for a single day’s 
shooting, of one of those old muzzle loaders. 

Not long ago an old friend did get hold of such a 
gun and with it went on a hnuting expedition with his 

- two sons, who had all the “latest improvements.” 

This old firearm was about a foot longer than either 
of the boys’ guns, and beneath and between its two 
barrels a long wooden ramrod nestled, with which it 
was necessary to ram the powder and press the shot 
into the barrel for every discharge. 

When our old friend had poured upon the palm of 
his left hand just enough of the powder—the art of 
measuring to a nicety with the eye and the hand was 
one that every boy acquired in the old muzzle loading 
days—he poured it carefully into the barrel. It was a 
knack in those days to wrinkle the palm so that no 
powder would fall to the ground and be wasted. 

Next the old time hunter tore off a few small scraps 
from a newspaper he carried in his pocket. This was 
another knack, for too much or too little wadding 
might injure his marksmanship. Then he drew the 
ramrod, turned it “end for end” in the air with a 
graceful flourish, and let it drop of its own weight into 
the barrel. 

Then came the: process of ramming the powder. 
With deft and forcible downward thrusts the old 
hunter packed the powder into the base of the barrel 
and also sent some grains up into the nipple which 
was soon to be covered with the percussion cap, thus 
“priming” it, so that the cap would not explode with- 
out exploding the powder. 

Now he withdrew the ramrod, dropped it back into 
its place beneath the barrels, measured out the shot 
with the same acquired skill with which he had meas- 
ured the powder, and let it flow rattling into the bar- 
rel. 

The boys could not help noticing that the 
rolling of the shot down the long barrel made a pecu- 
liarly musical sound. The old-timer used to think that 
this was the most musical sound in the world. | 

Next came the wadding for the shot—just about as 
much as for the powder, but more carefully and lightly 
pressed in. If the hunter wished to bring down large 
game or for any reason to plump his shot into one 
spot he wet it in his mouth before he put it into the 
gun. 

Both barrels loaded and the ramrod back in its place, 
the hunter rested the gun on his left arm, half cocked 
both barrels and proceeded to take his round box of 
caps from his pocket with his right hand and put two 
of these little detonating engines on the nipples. It 
was always necessary to have good caps and keep 
them dry, for nothing in the old timer’s experience was 


; 
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more distressing than to get an excellent aim and then 
have the cap snap without discharging the gun. 

When the old man took the boys with him on th: 
occasion referred to the latter watched this long load- 
ing process and wondered how men could ever have 
been content to take up so much time getting ready to 
fire. But they did not realize that a gun of this sort 
was a big improvement on all that had gone before and 
that percussion caps had marked almost as great an 
advance as breech loading arms were to make after- 
ward. 

When we consider that all rifles were at this time 
long, heavy single shot affairs and required for load- 
ing all the manipulation that characterized shotguns 
and that the home moulded lead bullet prevailed and 
that the shooter’s arsenal strung upon him included a 
powder flask or horn, a long leather shot pouch, a 
newspaper wadding supply and a cap pouch, all of 
which had to be in turn resorted to in the process ot 
loading a gun; the evolution of hunting arms be- 
comes apparent. 
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SEATTLE GETS BACK AT SIDNEY ARNOLD. 


The Trade Register of Seattle, Wash., says in its 
December 8 issue: “Sidney Arnold, who writes clever 
Random Notes for THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, has an 
amusing skit about a proposed frog farm on the 
shores of one of our lakes near Seattle, mention of 
which was recently made in the Trade Register. Mr. 
Arnold’s ‘serious’ suggestion in conclusion about get- 
ting into ‘better business,’ pretty clearly indicates that 
he has never been in Seattle, or on Puget sound, be- 
cause he would know that we not only ‘raise’ railroad 
frogs, but likewise railroad rails, railroad ties, railroad 
cars, railroad freight and passenger cars and have ex- 
tensive rolling mills and steel plants and other indus- 
tries that furnish all the material necessary for the 
complete construction of railroads. The proposed 
frog farm is clearly only a very small side issue, in- 
tended to pander to the taste of effete easterners dur- 
ing the first year of their sojourn in God’s country. 
After that, with renewed brain and stomach, they find 
Puget Sound oysters and crabs dainties sufficiently 
superior to ‘side track’ frogs’ legs.” 
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INDUSTRIAL OR DENATURED ALCOHOL. 





The United States Department of Agriculture has 
prepared and issued two bulletins, Nos. 268 and 
269, relating to industrial alcohol, the former treating 
of its sources and manufacture and the latter of its 
uses and statistics. These bulletins have been pre- 
pared by Dr. H. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of 
chemistry, and are designed to meet the popular de- 
mand for information in regard to denatured alcohol, 
relating to which a law was passed by Congress on 
June 7, 1906. These bulletins define in a proper way 
what denatured alcohol is, the sources from which 
it is obtained, the processes and appliances used in it:

AS TO TIN ROOFING SPECIFICATIONS. 


In the issue of December 1 THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN presented for the consideration of its read- 
ers the proposed “Standard Tin Roofing Specifica- 
tions,” at the same time asking for criticisms and 
suggestions and urging tinners to express themselves 
freely, either in approval or dissent. 

So far as the plan of fixing upon a “definite set of 
working specifications for roofers” is concerned, the 
vote of approval seems to be unanimous, but several 
suggestions of slight changes and modifications of the 
proposed rules have been received. Among these are 
the following suggestions from Joseph P. Coleman, a 
veteran roofer of Chicago: 

“First,” said Mr. Coleman, “as regards’ the thick- 
ness and size of the sheets. For a good job the IX 
thickness should be used for the roof proper as well as 
for the gutter, and the size for the sheets should be 
specified as 14x20 inches throughout. 

“Second, the sheets should be ‘squared’ to be 1934 
inches in width. 

“Third, as regards the fastening of the sheets to 
the sheathing-boards, the specifications should show 
how the cleats are to be placed. 

“A great deal depends upon the position of the 
first cleat above the seam.. If placed about two 
inches above the seam it will hold, not only the sheet 
to which it is fastened but also the end of the sheet 
below. , 

“For flat seam roofing, for which in the proposed 
specifications ‘cleats spaced eight inches apart’ are re- 
quired, I think that one cleat to each sheet is suffi- 
cient when placed just above the seam. 

“I also think.that it is useless to specify ‘turning the 
end of the cleat’ over the heads of the nails,’ as it is 
a not very important precaution which most work- 
men would disregard. But this, of course, is a matter 
for further discussion. 

“Fourth, for standing seam roofing it should be 
specified that edges are to be pouBLE locked together. 

“With these few exceptions,” continued Mr. Cole- 
man, “I agree thoroughly with every item of the 
proposed specifications, and THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
certainly deserves a great deal of credit for publish- 
ing them. I trust sincerely that some such definite 
set of rules will be generally adopted by the tinners 
of the country.” | 


We are in receipt of numerous commendatory let- 
ters from tinners, approving the proposed specifica- 
tions as a whole, and also of some in which minor 
criticisms are made. The general trend of the com- 
ments so far seems to be in favor of the adoption of 
the set of specifications set forth December 1, but we 
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shall welcome for publication in early issues of Tue 
AMERICAN ARTISAN any further criticisms our friends 
among the practical tinners and roofers may make 
Don’t be bashful, boys! Let’s get to the bottom of 
this thing once ‘and for all, even if it is to be put on 
the roof. 





WHY THE PRICE OF TIN IS HIGH, 


A New York consumer writes to The American 
Metal Market under date of December 7, a timely 
letter regarding the price of tin as follows: 

“According to published and_ reliable. statistics the 
visible supply of tin for the world on November 31, 
1906, was 12,395 tons, price $43.10. The visible sup- 
ply of tin on June 30, 1905, was 11,983. tons, price 
$30.60; in other words, price is 12%4 cents per pound 
higher now than June last year, although the visible 
supply of tin for the world is nearly 500 tons larger 
than then, and it is everywhere agreed that production 
will show an increase next year over this. Yet the 
London ‘bulls’ tell us that the present price of tin is 
justified by statistics. But what do the London specu- 
lators care, as long as the gamble lasts? I see they 
traded in nearly 1,000 tons to-day. 

“Tt is impossible for us as consumers to do anything, 
I suppose, to escape paying 43c for tin, but~a little 
light let in every now and then on the fact that present 
prices are held up entirely by speculation abroad may 
prevent some of us being caught with stocks and 
future purchases, when the drop comes, as come it 
must sooner or later.” 

To the above letter Mr. James E. Pope of New 
York replied Dec. 10, strongly deprecating .“Con- 
sumer’s”. attitude and explaining the present high 
price of tin as follows: “A commodity in which the 
world’s visible supply has steadily fallen from 32,842 
tons at the close of the year 1896 to less than 12,000 
tons at the end of the present year, presents ample 
justification of an extremely radical change in price. 
If the decline during the same period in the visible 
supply had been’ equally great and yet had not re- 
sulted as it has at the present time in reducing that 
total visible to an amount insufficient to supply the 
consumption of America and Europe for 60 days, in 
the natural course of events, any student of markets 
would not be surprised at a considerable price ad- 
vance. But as the world’s visible during the period 
has declined to but 12,000 tons, while the annual con- 
sumption of Europe and America has risen from 72,- 
000 tons in 1896 to considerably over 90,000 tons in 
1906, each successive year has witnessed sharp price 
advances, 

“I am filled with a feeling of indignation,” con- 
tinues Mr. Pope, “when anybody characterizes the 
members of my trade as cut-throats, gamblers, hold- 
uppers, etc., by reason of prevailing high prices, 
which work more to our injury than to those of any 
other class in the world.” 

Replying to Mr. Pope, “Consumer” wrote again, 
December 12, showing that with a similar amount of 
visible supply two years ago the price of tin was les: 
than 30 cents, against 43 cents now. Further he said: 


“If there is any feeling of indignation, I think it 
should rather be on my part, for Mr. Pope’s attemp' 
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-o read into my words the characterization of the 
members of his trade as ‘cut-throats,’ gamblers,’ ‘hold- 
uppers,’ etc. What I said, in speaking of the demoral- 
izing effect of the tin speculation on the American 
consumer, was ‘but what do the London speculators 
care, aS long as the gamble lasts?’ I have nothing, 
against speculation or speculators, and have myself, 
like other large consumers, against my own wishes, 
been compelled to speculate every day, as,to what the 
daily movements in the London price of pig tin would 
be, and its consequent effect on the goods I manufac- 
ture. I think the New York dealers are only the tai 
of the London kite.” ; 


ENORMOUS DEMAND FOR COPPER. 








“Within five years every railroad crossing the 
Rockies will be using electricity instead of steam as 
a matter of propulsion,” said one of the leading rail- 
road men of the country recently to a prominent cop- 
per man. 

A leading smelting interest says: “The plan of 
electrifying the Western roads through the Rockies 
will take millions of pounds of copper and this work 
will undoubtedly be carried through even though the 
price of the metal is even higher than its present level. 

“Copper next year will to our minds show an aver- 
age of 20 cents a pound as compared with above 18 
cents for the twelve months to end shortly. Notwith- 
standing these high prices the railroad extension work 
will be carried on as electricity must supplant steam in 
speedy travel over steel rails. 

“The high price for copper has not deterred the New 
Haven nor the Pennsylvania nor the New York Cen- 
tral from proceeding with their electrification of sub- 
urban traffic nor will it hinder that of the Western 
lines. The work may be delayed, though, by reason 
of inability to obtain sufficient copper for these wants, 
which would be extraordinarily heavy.”

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MALAY TIN OUTPUT AND PRICES. 








The report of the commissioner of mines of the 
Federated Malay States on the output of tin for the 
first nine months of 1906, forwarded by Vice-Consul 
G. E. Chamberlin of Singapore, shows a decrease 
in the output as compared with 1905 of 1,656 tons. 


The total output of all the tin-bearing states of the 
Malay Peninsula for the first nine months of 1905 
was 37,869 tons of 2,240 pounds. In the correspond- 
ing period of the present year the output was 36,213 
tons. 


According to the market reports of shipments from 
the Straits Settlements for the first nine months of 
1906, there was shipped 43,262 tons, or 7,049 tons 
more than the commissioner of mines reports the 
output of the mines. This is held to show conclusive- 
ly that there was a large amount of tin on hand, held 
back to control the market and take advantage of the 
higher prices which have prevailed during the past 
few months,

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


The volume of trade in all lines of hardware con- 
tinues heavy, the market being very strong, though 
certain lines of goods are scarce. The past week has 
seen many reorders for holiday goods, dealers ap- 
parently being desirous of taking advantage of the 
seasonable demand up to the last minute. In the West 
the situation has been characterized by the inability 
of wholesalers and jobbers to secure stocks from 
Eastern factories to fill orders awaiting shipment. 

There is a general expectation of advances in hard- 
ware prices, it being recognized that the manufacturers 
have not yet pushed up their prices to correspond 
with the general advance in the cost of producing 
goods. There will be little surprise, therefore, if ad- 
vances all along the line occur after January 1. This 
condition of expectancy, or rather of uncertainty, as 
to what the future will bring forth in the way of prices 
has led many large dealers to place their orders much 
earlier than usual, with the result that the total volume 
of trade for the month of December is being largely 
increased. Staple lines and fancy goods have moved 
off freely during the month, the one regrettable factor 
in the market being the exasperating car shortage, 
which has undoubtedly somewhat restricted trade. 

Owing to the advance in the metal made recently 


by the Smelters Company, the situation in white lead 
is very firm and higher prices are predicted for the 
near future. 

Cut nails are in high demand and jobbers’ stocks 
Several Eastern mills have withdrawn from 
the market for ninety days, having sold their entire

output. Chicago quotations have been advanced and 
are now as follows: Iron cut nails, car lots to jobbers, 
$2.30; to retailers, $2.35; steel, to jobbers in car lots, 
$2.20; to retailers, $2.25. 

Quotations on galvanized ware show a slight ad- 
vance and stocks are depleted. Prices on stamped 
and piece tinware have also advanced slightly during 
the past week, the increase approximating five per 
cent. 


TIN PLATE. 


Demand for tin plate continues good for the season 
and stocks are light. Belated shipments from Europe 
are causing considerable inconvenience to consumers. 
Tin plate mills in Wales are still congested with or- 
ders. Foreign plates are slightly easier at 15s. Prices 
at present are still quoted at $4.00 for 100-lb. coke 
plates, f. o. b. New York, and $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburgh. 
Tin plates f. o. b. Swansea are at 15s rd. 

No advance has yet been made by the leading do- 
mestic interest, though it was confidently predicted 
that one would be made during the week. The mills 
are being operated as fully as the supply of steel per- 
mits.

Sheet zinc is strong, a further advance having been 
made December 15. Prices are now quoted for 100 
pounds f. o. b. smelter at $8.25, subject to the usual 
discount of 8 per cent. There is a great scarcity of 
zinc ore and the demand continues brisk despite the 
higher figures asked by the producers. There is no 
change in extras. ’ 


COPPER. 


The copper market has been extremely active dur- 
ing the week, several advances having been made. All 
three grades show an unprecedented rise in prices 
during the past month. Since November 7, when cop- 
per started on its upward course, electrolytic has 
jumped from 213% cents a pound to 23%, equal to a 
rise of $30.80 a ton. Lake, in the same period, has 
risen from 22% cents a pound to 23% cents, or the 
equivalent of $28 a ton. Casting copper has jumped 
from 214 to 227% cents a pound, or $25.60 a ton. 

This advance represents the quotations, actual sell- 
ing prices on small lots being much higher. Such 
advances occurring in so brief a period are unprece- 
dented. Last year at this time both lake and electro- 
lytic copper were quoted at 18% cents a pound. 

The total export for December has been unusually 
small, all the copper that can be obtained being used 
for domestic consumption, Other advances may 
therefore be expected at any time, The London mar- 











ket stands at £107 for spot and £108 for futures, but 
higher figures have been touched during the week.

MERCHANT BARS. 

Steel bars are in good demand and some mills are 
reported to have contracts on hand for their entire 
1907 Output. Chicago quotations are $1.76%, half 
extras. 

The demand for iron bars continues excellent. Prices 
are being quoted by manufacturers anywhere from 
1.84%c to 1.98%c, tidewater; Chicago, $2.20, full 
extras. Many manufacturers are quoting the top price 
and are very confident of the future. 


PIG IRON. 

The market for spot pig iron is quieter, but the 
range of prices is fully as wide as at any time since 
the present period of high prices began. Very high 
prices are still being paid for the few lots offered 
for spot delivery, as a rule by foundrymen who need 
the material to fill contracts. The importations of for- 
eign iron have had a good effect in quieting the tone 
of the domestic market and have undoubtedly pre- 
vented prices of domestic iron from soaring to still 
higher figures. 

Quotations on spot iron are purely nominal, each 
sale being made at a premium by special arrangement 
between buyer and seller. Foreign iron is quoted as 
follows : $25.50 to $26 for No. 1 spot and $24 to $24.50 
for No. t English. Sales for foreign iron have been 
made for delivery as far ahead as July, and the mar- 
ket is still active. 

The feature of the market is the large amount of 
buying that is being done throughout the year 1907, 
a very large tonnage having been already booked for 
delivery in the last half. Both foundry and basic 
grades have been selling freely, and the buyers are 
men thoroughly acquainted with the conditions of 
the domestic demand. There appears to be no pros- 
pect of a letup in the demand for raw material, while 
it is known that orders for finished products are far 
ahead of the supply. 

In the following tables the higher quotations of the 
Chicago market are for first quarter delivery, the 
lower for second quarter. The Pittsburgh and Bir- 
mingham quotations are for second quarter only.

Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

It does not seem as if any holiday lull in the iron trade 
were probable this year. On the contrary business is as 
brisk as ever. As a matter of fact it is really brisker, for 
there has been decidedly more interest this week in buying 
for forward delivery, while of course good spot iron is 
taken up as soon as offered. Many orders this week have 
been placed for delivery over the third quarter of next 
year, and there also has been heavy buying for the entire 
last half of 1907. When it is remembered that the ordinary 
rule of the trade is to buy for shipment three or four 
months ahead and that six months ahead is usually the 
maximum, it is easy to see how great is the confidence of 
consumers in the continuance of the existing strenuous 
conditions. This is one of the most remarkable things that 
has ever occurred in the trade. 

“Then another very remarkable and unusual thing is the 
graduation of price according to time of shipment. For 
example, one Ohio furnace is asking $25 for No. 1 foundry 
for January shipment, $24 for February and March, $22.50 
for April, May and June, $21.50 for July, August and Sep- 
tember, and the same prices are asked for the last quarter 
of next year, though possibly less might be accepted. 

“The general range of prices on Southern iron, though 
there are nearly as many prices as there are furnaces, is 
as follows: Spot No. 2 foundry, $23.50 f. o. b. Birmingham, 
$21.50 for first quarter, $19 to $20 for the second quarter, a 
dollar less for the third quarter and $2 less for the fourth 
quarter. 

“Many consumers who have contracts for January iron 
are now asking that shipments be made at once, or at least 
that they ,be made on the first day of the new year. All 
over the country the car situation is distressing. One fur- 
naceman on Monday sent in a requisition for twelve cars 
and was sent two. Another could use thirty cars any day 
he could get them and has not had more than five any one 
day. In consequence of this furnace yards are beginning to 
have iron piled on them. Consumers who need the iron 
so badly find it difficult to appreciate that the furnaces are 
doing the best they can. 

“There is a steady demand for coke and the supply is 
short as compared with the demand. As yet the weather has 
been. fairly decent, and the coke operators have only had 
to contend with the shortages of labor and cars. But when 
winter comes there will be trouble enough in getting spot coke.”
